IN A LETTER addressed to
Governor Brown, Anderson
said there was no present pol.
icy to control development of
surrounding areas in keeping
with the costs of similar facili-
ties in other state campus
areas.

With the 100-acre site, the
development of student dormi-
tories, faculty housing, student
unions, cafeterias, and student
and faculty parking areas
would be provided privately.
The cost to students and facul-
ty would necessarily include
amortization of the developer's
investment (Including interest
at current rates), local property
taxes, and the developer's
profit on his investment,” An.
derson wrot.l Sy

ANDERSON SAID such an
arrangement “inevitably must
lead to higher costs for our stu-
dents and faculty than under
our present system whereby
the State constructs and main-
taing many of these facilities.”

On the other side of the ar-
| gument, the Inglewood Cham-
ber of Commerce, almost alone
in its support of the site com-
mittee's recommendation, said
the proposed Fox Hills site
“meets every specification set
down by the State College
Board of Trustees when the

PRESIDENT Roger Duitsman
cited statements of Dr. Leo F.
Cain, president of the proposed
college, as outlining the gen-
eral boundary as Jefferson
Boulevard and Slauson Avenue
on the north, Harbor Freeway
on the east, and the Pacific
Ocean on the south and west.
He said the Fox Hills site was
on land that could be “ideally
adapted for the new South Bay
State College.”

Duitsman challenged the Tor-
rance claim for the college site,
saying it already is the site of
El Camino Junior College, and
“also is in close proximity to
Long Beach State College
where its residents could much
more easily attend than could
the thousands of students in
the Slauson-Harbor Freeway
area should be college be lo-
caed south of Inglewood.”
